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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The moisture layer (6) of Izumizawa is formed 
between two electrodes, item 2 and item 10. Item 10 can be conductive when there is an insulative layer (11) between item 10 and the 
anode (2) Therefore, item 10 can be conductive, which the examiner interprets as an electrode. 

KobiyashI teaches a moisture detector close to the display area (see Fig. 1 , item 50; paragraph 0012). Sudoh et al. teach a mositure 
detector between two electrodes (see Fig. 2, items 1-3; column 1 , lines 55-67). Sudoh et al. teach that this arrangement allows for an 
inexpensive durable moisture detector, which could be used in KobiyashI as the moisture detector.
